“Blessed are the persecuted ...” 


E HAVE now come 
WW the last of these 
beautiful sayings of 


Jesus. Some make two beatti- 
tudes here, but since the sub- 
ject matter is similar, we shall 
consider them jointly. We 
have seen in the previous 
verses the description of the 
growing form and complete- 
ness of the subjects of God’s 
kingdom. The portrayal of 
their consciousness of poverty, 
longings, purity of nature, and 
how they walk among men of 
the earth as meek, merciful, 
and peacemaking souls. Now, 
what does the world think of 
them? What is their recep- 
tion? 

No one ever had better in- 
sight to the nature and course 
of this world than Christ 
Himself. Hear Him as He says, 
“Darkness hateth light”; “In 
the world ye shall have tribu- 
lation”; “As they have hated 
me so shall they hate you.” 
It must be assumed that the nature of this beatitude is 
as perpetual as those which have preceded it. The nature 
of the persecution is changed. It is the sharp tongue 
rather than the sword that we face today; the beast in 
men rather than the beast itself. But the conflict is no 
less severe. It is more probable that the lines are less 
sharply and more subtley drawn so that a keen spiritual 
sense of moral duty is our greatest bulwark against the 
wile of Satan. The human race is caught between the 
two great conflicting forces, and Christ here pronounces 
a blessing upon the ones who will suffer persecution for 
righteousness’ sake. Notice that He specifically states 
the cause for the persecution as for righteousness’ sake. 
It has never been popular to be saintly. On the job, in 
school, or any other relationship with sinful ones, it is 
inevitable that they who live godly in Christ shall suffer 
persecution. But, look at the end of such a life—“theirs 
is the kingdom—.” Let the worldlings rage against God’s 
own; they can never take this kingdom from us. 

Thus we come to the close of the Beatitudes with the 
very same benediction with which they began. From 








the poor in spirit to the persecuted ones, God nee @ 


them to enter His kingdom with a bountiful entrance. 
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THE CHRISTIAN’S FOURFOLD PROTECTION 


OD HAS PROVIDED for His children the only 

perfect protection known to man. Chris‘iens. are 

free and wholly protected from the snares of the 
enemy as long as they remain completely consecrated to 
Him.-There is no reason for any Christian to be defeated 
in his spiritual life; his position in Christ is secuve and 
eternal as long as he reposes his complete confidence in 
God. Paul wrote in Colossians 3:3, “for ye are dead, dnd 
your life is hid with Christ in God.” This one verse Fes 
enough assurance to protect the Christian from all the 
assaults of the devil as long as time shall last. 

Examine these words of Paul carefully: for ye are dead, 
and your life is hid with Christ in God. The security of 
our position in Christ becomes evident when we notice 
these four things: (1) We are dead; (2) our life is hid; 
(3) we are with Christ; (4) we are in God. What can the 
enemy do to us as long as we maintain this position in 
the grace of the Lord? 

Before we can be harmed by the enemy we must be 
found, for our lives are hid in the grace of the Lord. Man 
can not hide from God, but he can hide in God. We are 
promised that the eternal God is our Refuge, and under- 
neath are the everlasting arms: and He shall thrust out 
the enemy from before us (Deuteronomy 33:27). Then 
notice that we are not hidden by the Lord, but in Him. 
How can the enemy harm us until he has first destroyed 


God, as long as we retain this position in Him? 


If it were possible for the enemy to discover us and 
destroy God to reach us, we still would be protected by 
His grace—for we are with Christ as long as we do His 
will and keep His commandments. It is the promise of 
Christ to be with us always—even until the end of the 
age (Matthew 28:11). We are never alone, but He is with 
us at all times. We can not be overcome by sin as long 
as He is our companion. But then suppose the devil 
should be successful in discovering us, reaching our posi- 
tion in God, and overcoming our companion Jesus Christ 
—what then? What could he do with the genuine Chris- 
tian man who thus stood alone? The grace of God would 
mock him, for we are dead—and you can not harm a 
dead man. This death in Christ is, of course, a paradoxical 
death, because the more we die, the more we live. Paul 
said in Galatians 2:20, “I am crucified with Christ: nev- 
ertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: and 
the life which I now live in the flesh I live by the faith 
of the Son of God, who loved me, and gave himself for 
me.” The more a Christian dies, the more he lives. That 
is the paradox, and that is the glory. As far as sin is 
concerned, we can become dead men—yet alive unto God 
and all that is good. Because we are dead to Satan, he

TEXT: “Ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
salem and in Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 


most part of the earth,” Acts 1:8. 


of the earth was given the apostles following the 

reception of the Holy Ghost. They were content to 
witness in and around Jerusalem -until the third perse- 
cution, which resulted in the death of Stephen. After- 
ward, they moved into Judea, a place that had been 
plowed and sowed and needed cultivation. Some of us 
are tempted to go thousands of miles from home to 
preach the gospel, when there are hundreds of towns, 
cities, and villages in our own states that have not had 
the full gospel preached to them. This is the harder 
task. It is harder to tell your neighbor about salvation 
than it is a stranger, but the task is ours. 

Someone has suggested that we should spend more 
time and money on the foreign fields rather than the 
homelands, because they are more receptive to our mes- 
sage. But isn’t this taking the easy way out of the re- 
sponsibility to the homeland? If our people are harder 
to convince, then let us equip our ‘schools with a home 
mission curriculum that will trafn our young people so 
they can stand and meet all-comers with the Word of 
the Lord until'the opposers are made to tremble and bow 
in defeat. We train our missionaries to the foreign fields 
put turn every’Tom, Dick, and Harry loose upon the 
homeland before they have learned what the Decalogue 
is. All this is saying we are using our weaker soldiers to 
attack our stronger foe, while sending our better soldiers 
to the fields of less opposition. Could this be the reason 
‘we are not making greater progress in the homeland? 

To great cities like Chicago we apologize. We were not 
prepared to take care of the great influx of workers that 
moved from our southern communities to your industrial 
centers. We did not have field men out watching for 
your coming, so that we can’t blame-you if you have 
gone to some other church to worship. Thus, becoming 
lost to the-Church of God forever. 

Chicago, with a metropolitan population of six mil- 
lion people, has three small Churches of God, and there 
are hundreds of Church of God people in that area whom 
we are losing because of a lack of home mission support. 
We néed a full-time missionary in Chicago, together with 
a school in the city to train our native workers, a school 
inthe heart of the employment center where: they can 
work and go to school, too. We should have 25 or 30 
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Jeru- 
utter- 


churches in that large area today. 

To the people of the industrial areas throughout the 
nation we apologize. We heard about some Church of 
God people living in your confines who wanted some 
help, but by the time we arrived on the scene some other 
group had secured a lot and was in the process of build- 
ing a new church. Now, if your children go to church at 
all they must go there where the full gospel is suppressed. 

To our own state, the great State of Illinois, we apolo- 
gize. You have 102 counties, an area of 55,947 square 
miles, and a population of over 8 million people. We have 
54 churches, with a membership of 2,700. We are sorry 
that a great number of ministers who understand the 
people of Illinois and could, therefore, do a better job of 
helping them, have left the State throughout the years. 
They may have been under the illusion that harvests are 
bigger in some other state, but, of course, this isn’t true. 
We are sorry, also, for the ministers who came in, looked 
over the patch, and decided that crops didn’t grow big 
enough and fast enough in Illinois, and soon went back 
home. They didn’t stay long enough to learn that fruit 
will grow in Carmi, Illinois, as well as Greenville, South 
Carolina, 

Yes, crops will grow in Illinois. It may require a little 
more time for the seed to germinate; it may have a 
longer growing season; it may require much more cul- 
tivation; the soil may be a little different. Weeds will 
grow in abundance, but a hard-working gardener, with 
his heart in his work, can have a harvest. 

We are fortunate, at this writing, to have a very fine 

state overseer, who is working overtime to produce a 
harvest of souls and churches in Illinois. God is helping 
us. 
We apologize to our own district. We have towns and 
cities all around us that do not have a Church of God in 
them. We are not home-mission conscious. We are con- 
tent to pastor our own little churches and let the hereti- 
cal sects evangelize the towns and cities around us. 

Sometime ago a great foreign missions rally was held 
at our church. The minister preached, and the whole 
congregation was deeply touched. An offering of $1,262 
was received for foreign missions, which we appreciated 


very much. But at our fellowship meeting following that, &

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CHILD TRAITS, ... 166 Kept and Pat Auay

“Except ye be converted and become as 
little children, ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven,” Matthew 18:3. 


“When I became a man, I put away 
childish things,” 1 Corinthians 13:11. 


“Backward, turn backward, 
O Time, in thy flight, 
Make me a child again, 
Just for tonight!” 


ERHAPS EVERYONE WHO READS these familiar 

lines has wished at some time or another that his 

childhood could return. The older one becomes, 
the more precious seem the memories of childhood days. 
There is, obviously, a tendency to forget the unpleasant 
moments and to magnify the joys of those long-ago 
times. 

Whatever may be our wishes and desires in the matter, 
the fact remains that we cannot return to physical child- 
hood once it has passed us by. We may, however, and in- 
deed should, retain certain childhood traits. It is our priv- 
ilege and duty to be childlike even as we continue 
through adult life. Everyone is intrigued by the frank 
simplicity and innocence of a well-trained young child. 
There is an unfeigned simplicity which may be the pos- 
session of an adult Christian which is equally attractive 
—that simplicity of statement and action which suggests 
quality of life and which carries weight and conviction. 
A child is simple and unassuming, and this childlike 
trait can well be carried over into mature life with gen- 
uine benefit to its possessor and to others. 

A young child has a keen desire to know things. This is 
another trait which an adult should never lose. He can 
never gain so much knowledge that he cannot gain or 
use more. A young child usually is very teachable; he has 
a desire for knowledge and is glad to have someone tell 
him what he does not know. His incessant “why” insists 
upon gaining real answers to his queries. The adult 
Christian should go in like manner to his heavenly Fath- 
er, and to the Word of God, for instruction and knowl- 
edge about the great things of this life and the life to 
come. 

The play instinct is natural to a young child. “But I 
haven’t the time to play,” protests the busy adult. Then 
you had better beware of consequences. Play has a vital 
place in everyone’s life program, regardless of years. If a 
child has a greater desire for play than does an adult, it 
probably is because play is of greater importance in 
childhood days than later; but it is always important 
that we be able to play, and through play, to relax. 


A CHILD HAS a simple but great faith in 
God, if he has been taught about God. This, perhaps, 
above all else, is something the adult should carry over 
from childhood days. A child isn’t troubled by foolish 
doubts and speculations about God’s existence or power. 
Spiritual things are very real to him. If he prays, it is 
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done with simplicity—and the expectation of the answer. 
This faith, this reality of the unseen things, in child life 
is illustrated by -the story of the lad who startled his 
mother by asking:. 

“Mother, that David who killed the big giant, where.is 
he now?” 

“Why—” stammered: the surprised parent, “I suppose 
he’s in heaven.” 

“Well, Mother, if I go to heaven when I die, can I see 
David?” 

“Yes, I suppose so, dear. But why do you ask that?” 

“I was just wonderin’ if David would let me try out his 
slingshot if I met him up there,” was the simple answer. 

Is our faith in God so simple? Does our faith cause us 
to expect the things for which we pray? If we pray for 
rain, do we—as did the boy in the familiar story—take 
an umbrella with us? Does our faith make us more child- 
like? We may well ask ourselves these questions today. 

Of course, we may not omit the thought of forgiveness 
as practiced so beautifully in child life. A childlike spirit 
carried into adulthood or brought about by true Chris- 
tian conversion will certainly include the ability to for- 
give promptly, unreservedly, completely. Children’s quar- 
rels are frequent, sometimes violent, but a grudge is sel- 
dom held long. Usually they forgive their playmates with- 
out parental urging. 

Obviously, there is a tremendous difference between a 
childlike spirit and a childish spirit. 

Paul said, “When I became a man, I put away childish 
things,” 1 Corinthians 13:11. 

Not all the traits found in a child are good. Many are 
the opposite, and must be crushed out early in life for 
the child’s good. If this is not done, they carry over into 
adulthood, to the great detriment of the individual and 
those with whom he is in contact. Instead of being child- 
like, he is childish. Let us think, briefly, of a few such 
traits -which should be “put away” quickly. 

Peevishness and pouting are common with most chil- 
dren. They should never be common faults among 
adults, but often are. Both are born of selfishness and 
self-hood. The self-life or “flesh” (Romans 8:3) gets into 
control, and the Spirit is dethroned, at least temporarily 
(Romans 8:5), and pouting and peevishness result, re- 
gardless of the victim’s age. Selfishness is more or less 
characteristic of the average child. His horizon is small, 
and he hasn’t learned to think first of others. So we are 
prone to excuse ‘this defect in the young child. As he 
grows older, however, and the selfishness is also growing, 


it is much, less excusable. 


ait SELFISHNESS is self in contrél* on’ the

sign of ‘the carnal mind (Romans 8:7), the tinspiritual 
life. Peevishness, pouting, selfishtiess are found to’ be 
close companions, always together. They are all unlovely 
traits: Young children are often utterly thoughtless of

“Now ye are the body of Christ... .,” 1 Corinthians 12:27. 


OD HAS LIKENED THE CHURCH, with its many 

members, unto a bride, a wife, or unto a human 

physical body. The relationship of Christ with the 
Church is compared to that of husband and wife. The 
unity, oneness, and love which should exist in the mari- 
tal relationship is used by Paul to illustrate the same 
sacred and mutual relationship which should exist be- 
tween Christ and the Church. God’s Son is worthy of, and 
demands, a bride that is glorious, pure, and holy; one 
that is without spot, wrinkle, or, blemish; one that is 
faithful, true, and obedient. 

“For we are members of His body, of his flesh, and of 
his bones,” Ephesians 5:30. This is, indeed, a sacred re- 
lationship. Truly, “this is a great mystery,” Ephesians 
5:32. It is “the mystery which hath been hid from ages 
and from generations, but now is made manifest 
(known) to the saints,” Colossians 1:26. Paul states it 
concisely when he says, it is “Christ in you, the hope of 
glory,” Colossians 1:27. 

We learn that the “body is not one member, but many; 
and that we are “members in particular,” 1 Corinthians 
12:24. We are separate, distinct, individual, component 
units which go to make up the whole body of Christ. No 
body is complete without all its members; no member 
sufficient within itself. “Now are they MANY members, 
yet ONE body,” 1 Corinthians 12:20. “If they were all one 
member, where were the body?” 1 Corinthians 12:19. 
There would be no body if individual members of the 
body were not united with. and working in agreement 
with, each other. “For as the body is one, and hath many 
members, and all the members of that ONE body, being 
MANY, are ONE BODY,” 1 Corinthians 12:12. The eye, 
the ear, the hand, and foot, each has a different purpose 
and duty to perform, but all the members of the physical 
body are “eve:'y one members one of another.” Each of- 
fice, or duty, is different, yet there is unity, coordination, 
and oneness. Thus it is with the body of Christ. For as 
we have many members in one body, and all the members 
have not the same office: so we, being many, are one 
body in Christ, and every one members one of another,” 
Romans 12:4, 5. : 

The apparent reason for the repetition of this one 
truth by Paul is that he evidently desired to impress very 
deeply this fact upon us. One body, many members; one 
Spirit, many gifts; one Lord, but diversified administra- 
tions and operations of the different members in his 
body. “It is the same God which worketh all in all.” As 
individual members of his body, there should be the same 
unity, oneness of purpose, and coordination existing in 
this spiritual body as that which exists in the physical 
body. There should be the same consideration, concern, 
and care for every member of the body. The same in- 
terest, attention, and devotion should be shown to every 
individual member of the spiritual body as is shown the 
individual members of the physical body: 


PAUL WRITES of “members,” “offices,” and 
“gifts” synonymously in the twelfth chapter of Romans. 
He; in like manner, writes of “members,” “gifts,” and 
“parts” in the twelfth chapter of 1 Corinthians. He as- 
sociates all these terms with “members”..of-Christ’s body. 
For. the sake of brevity, we shall use the.term-“gift” here- 
after in its association with the members of this spiritual 
body, instead of the term “office” or “part.” We refer to 
the hand as being “part” of the physical body. Paul con- 
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nects the term “gift” with “part” in illustrating the op- 
eration of the spiritual body in this same manner. 

Paul mentions nine of these “gifts” in the first part of 
the twelfth chapter of 1 Corinthians; in the last of this 
same chapter, he mentions four more. In the twelfth 


~ chapter of his Epistle to the Romans, he writes of five 


more “gifts” that are not mentioned in his letter to the 
church at Corinth. Also, in his letter to the saints and to 
the faithful: brethren’ at Ephesus, he mentions two more 
very important “gifts” which are not spoken of in either 
of the other two letters. He, also, in this same letter, 
speaks of himself as being a “preacher.” This makes a 
total of twenty-one separate and distinct “gifts” as being 
in the body of Christ. 

In listing them here, as they are given to us by Paul, 
we have the “gifts” of wisdom, knowledge, faith, healing, 
miracles, prophecy, discernment, tongues, interpretation, 
apostles, teachers, helps, government, ministry, exhorta- 
tion, giving, ruling, showing mercy, pastors, evangelists, 
preachers. 

Who would be able to select any given number of these 
and say these are the “gifts” for the members of His 
body, to the exclusion of those which they did not want. 


CHRIST’S

Because they are not all mentioned in one chapter, in 
one of Paul’s letters, is insufficient reason for us to select 
a certain number and exclude the rest. In all of the Bible 
we find that the truths and doctrines are found “here a 
little and there a little.” So it is with these “gifts.” 

Paul, in listing these “gifts” (apparently in the order 
of their importance in the body) begins with “first apos- 
tles, secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings,” etc., 1 Corinthians 12:28. 
It is obvious that Paul did not attempt to list the entire 
twenty-one “gifts,” referred to by him, in their sequence 
of merit, or their rank of importance in the body. This 
was not necessary; it would prove possibly as impractical 
to do so as would the attempted arrangement of the dif- 
ferent members of the physical body in like manner. We 
might say that our eye is more important than our hand, 
but decisions further might become difficult. All the 
members of the body are useful and needed, and they 
are all required to make up a whole, efficient body. The 
same is true with the different members (gifts) in the 
spiritual body. 

The “gifts” are placed in the body of Christ for a 
specific purpose. God sets them in the body as it pleases 
Him. The same Spirit which works through one works 
through them all. The gifts may be administered dif- 
ferently, and they may operate for different purposes in- 
dividually, but it is the same Spirit, the same Lord, and 
the same God which worketh “all in all.” It is all as He 
directs; ‘it is for His glory. 

To- one member the Spirit may give several gifts; t 
another member only one may be given. “All these work- 
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eth that ONE and the selfsame spirit, dividing to every 
man severally as he will,” 1 Corinthians 12:11. God may, 
through the Spirit, give to one ten, another five, another 

one. These gifts differ according to the grace that is giv- 
@: unto us; also, in proportion to our faith—much grace 

and faith, many gifts; little grace and faith, few gifts. 
Paul writes, “Having the gifts according to the grace that 
is given unto us,” Romans 12:6. And, according “to the 
proportion of our faith” let us prophesy, minister, teach, 
etc. 


To ELIMINATE any “self-glory” by the in- 
dividual members of Christ’s body to whom much grace 
and faith has been given and to whom God has entrusted 
many of the gifts, Paul writes, “For I say, through the 
grace that is given unto me, to every man that is among 
you, not to think of himself more highly than he ought 
to think, but to think soberly, according as God hath 
dealt to every man the measure of faith,” Romans 12:3. 
Therefore, the member to whom God has given much 
grace and faith and with whom He has entrusted many 
gifts should weigh soberly Paul’s admonition. Another 
danger here is also apparent. “Those members of the 
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body which seem to be more feeble and those members of 
the body which WE THINK to be less honourable” might 
unknowingly bestow undue and unnecessary honor up- 
on such a one. This also, should NOT BE DONE. We, in 
that category, are not to think “more highly of that 
member than ye (we) ought to think.” We are all mem- 
bers of the same body and are controlled by the same 
Spirit. 

Paul lists five “gifts” in the body which he deems nec- 
essary for “the perfecting of the saints, for the work of 
the ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ.” He 
writes, “And he gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; 
and somé, evangelists; and some, pastors and teachers,” 
Ephesians 4:11. These five members of the body of Christ 
are given for a specific and definite purpose. They are to 
work “till we all come in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the fullness of Christ,” 
Ephesians 4:13. The rejection, or the neglect, of either of 
these “offices” will prevent the fulfillment of God’s di- 
vine will for the members of His body. 

Today, seemingly as never before, many are “tossed to 
and fro, and carried about with every wind of doctrine, 
by the sleight of men, and cunning craftiness.” It ap- 
pears that many false teachers seem to “lie in wait to 
deceive.” The true teacher, pastor, evangelist, prophet, 
and apostle are needed to combat the power and spiritual 
forces of the enemy. 

God desires that we, as members of His body, “speaking 

he truth in love, may grow up into him in all things, 
‘which is the head, even Christ: from whom the WHOLE 
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BODY fitly joined together and compacted by that which 
EVERY JOINT supplieth, according to the effectual work- 
ing in the measure of EVERY PART, maketh INCREASE 
OF THE BODY unto the edifying of ITSELF IN LOVE,” 
Ephesians 4:16. Notice, the whole body “fitly joined to- 
gether”! There must be parts, members, “gifts” before we 
can be “joined together.” He desires that these parts be 
“fitly” joined together. There is no place for misfits in 
this body. The body is to be compacted by that which 
every joint (part, member, gift) supplieth. To make this 
a compact, complete, efficiently working body, every 
“part” must supply its own respective part in making 
this body operate and function properly. As every in- 
dividual member (part) takes its place in the body, the 
“increase of the body” is made until “the edifying of it- 
self in love” is accomplished. With Christ as the Head of 
this body, as the husband is “head” of the wife, then will 
this body begin to glorify Him. It is purchased with His 
own blood. He gave all that He might present it unto 
Himself “a glorious church, not having spot or wrinkle, 
or any such thing; but that it should be holy and with- 
out blemish,” Ephesians 5:27. 

Paul explains that the operation and the administra- 
tion of the various gifts are different. The same Spirit 
which works through the member for exhortation, works 
through another member to show mercy, exercise wis- 
dom, or perform miracles and healings. Paul says that it 
is the same Spirit, the same Lord, and the same God 
which worketh all in all. The same spirit in the physical 
body which causes the hand to move, causes also the eye 
to see, the ear to hear, and the nose to smell. Neither can 
say to the other, “I have no need of thee.” 

The pastor cannot say to the evangelist, “I have no 
need of thee.” “The eye cannot say to the hand, I have 
no need of thee: nor again the head to the feet, I have 
no need of you,” 1 Corinthians 12:21. The evangelist can- 
not say to miracles, healings, tongues, “I have no need of 
thee.” Prophets cannot say, “I have no need of helps, 
governments, or, exhortation.” 


SOME OF THE “offices,” “gifts,” or “parts” 
in the spiritual body may appear to some to be unnec- 
essary, feeble, and uncomely. These “parts” may go un- 
heeded, unrecognized, and unhonored by many; but, Paul 
says, “Nay, much more those members of the body, which 
seem to be more feeble, are necessary; and those mem- 
bers of the body which we think to be less honourable, 
upon these we bestow more abundant honour,” 1 Corin- 
thians 12:22, 23. Therefore, the “smaller” gifts that are 
apparently lying dormant in the Church we need to rec- 
ognize, and use, and honor. God would have us awake 
to the fact that there are other members in the body of 
Christ besides the pastor, the evangelist, and a few tithe- 
paying members. None can say, “I have no need of the 
other.” 

It is possible that we may look with wonder, praise, 
and glory upon a member of the body as we see the gifts 
of miracles, healings, and the spirit of discernment in 
operation, and at the same time fail. to realize that our 
need may not be healing or to see and feel the power of 
God so much as we need the ministration of other gifts. 
We may stand in need of an exhorter who will reprove 
and rebuke, or of a teacher who will instruct us in right- 
eousness. These may be greater needs for our spiritual 
welfare than to “see” a great manifestation of the Spirit. 
However, God wants us to a¢cept.all the gifts; they all

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Text: Acts 2:12, “And they were all amazed, and were 
in doubt, saying one to another, What meaneth this?” 


F COURSE, THEY WERE AMAZED! Men are al- 
O)=: amazed at the acts of God. Here was a group 
of sixscore men and women, followers of the late 
Galilean, whom some claimed to be the Christos, behav- 
ing in a most unseemly manner. This group of Jesus- 
converts was largely proletarian, with a few members of 
the lower middle classes, and, perhaps, one or two rich 
persons; e.g., Joseph of Arimathaea and Nicodemus. Most 
of these sixscore persons were ignorant and unlettered, 
yet they were all speaking in languages spoken and 
known by linguists the world over. Manifestations of di- 
vine power were upon them all. We must admit that to 
the onlooker it seemed like some disorderly bedlam, and 
that we seem likewise under the same conditions. 1 Cor- 
inthians 1:18, “For the preaching of the cross is to them 
that perish FOOLISHNESS; but unto us WHICH ARE 
SAVED it is the power of God.” Circumcision seemed 
foolish to the Gentiles; the Hebrews seemed foolish as 
they trumpeted around and around Jericho; Gideon’s 
army looked foolish as they lapped water like dogs. But 
it was all OF GOD! 

To the Jews this seemed like some strange outbreak 
of vinous hilarity, rather than an endowment from God. 
Their one perplexed question was: “What meaneth this?” 
“What is it ali about?” “What has happened?” It fell up- 
on the heart of Christodidact Peter to answer their ques- 
tioning. Today, it remains upon the hearts of God’s min- 
isters, using the Word of God, to give them apt reply. 
Then, may the Word now answer this age-old query: 
What meaneth this? 


1. IT DID NOT MEAN SALVATION OR THE NEW BIRTH 
Luke 10:20 


Today, no doubt, some unreasonable theologaster would 
be present to exclaim that the disciples had been con- 
verted—that prior to this time they had all been a group 
of sinners. It seems strange that those who give this 
theory could possibly be sincere. Is there any person to- 
day who has lived in intimate communion with Christ 
for the past three years, so closely related to Him that 
He teaches you and confides in you? have you for three 
years obeyed His will, and have been empowered to heal 
the sick and cast out devils? is there one who has lived 
this close to Christ for the past three years, and will say 
he is unsaved? not a Christian? a sinner? Of course, 
there is not one. 

The fact that their names were written in heaven sure- 
ly meant something. Revelation 20:15, “And whosoever 
was not found written in the book of life was cast into 
the lake of fire.” It is implied here that those whose 
names WERE written were not cast into the lake; thus 
they were saved from the judgment and the second 
death. 

Revelation 13:8, “And all that dwell upon the earth 
shall worship him (antichrist), whose names are not 
written in the book of life... .” Thus they were em- 
powered to resist the devil, or to be raptured from him. 
What further can any Christian want? Certainly they 
were saved men, saved from all that pertains to the devil. 
As to sin, Christ even likened their purity to His own. 
John 17:16, “They are not of the world, even as I am not 
of the world.” What more is there to expect from a saved 
man? If you are contentious, and insist that they were 
sinners prior to the day of Pentecost, knowing that they 
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possessed all this, pray let it be known JUST WHAT ELSE 
THE NEW BIRTH DOES. 


2. IT DID NOT MEAN SANCTIFICATION 


At such an cutpouring today there would probably be 
quite a number that would contend that the disciples 
were sanctified, and that sanctification and the Holy 
Ghost baptism are one and the same thing. That is hard- 
ly in line with the Scriptures and is surely a precarious 
thought and doctrine. 

What was the purpose of Christ’s prayer in John 17? 
Begin with the seventeenth verse and read carefully 
through the twenty-third. Note: He prayed for their 
sanctification, “That they may be one; as thou, Father, 
art in me, and I in thee, that they may be ONE in us....” 
Was this prayer answered before the outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost? Certainly so. Acts 2:1, “And when the day 
of Pentecost was fully come, they were all WITH ONE 
ACCORD.” This marvelous oneness came sometime be- 
fore the Holy Ghost came. This Christian love and purity 
had to come before the Holy Ghost could find entrance. 


1. JOY 


IT Is EXTREMELY doubtful that e ven the 
ones upon whom the blessing had come fully realized 
the greatness and importance of Him who filled them. 
To the onlookers it seemed only a great stir among theo- 
pathic enthusiasts. Some made the suggestion that they 
might even be a bit tipsy. It is true that joy is a major 
part of His work, but let it be known that that is only a 


as truly as Christ or God. He is as sober and sincere, 


beginning of His great versatile blessings. He is a persong * 
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important and awesome; He is due the same veneration 
they are due. This writer most heartily resents hearing 
His sweet person referred to as “the walking, talking, 
jumping, shouting, leaping, hopping Holy Ghost,” or any 
other such irreverence. He is a party of the triune God- 
head, and we dare not burlesque Him. 

Ah, joy! Rejuvenescence! Enlivenment of the heart 
and soul and body! Manifestations of His presence. Not 
mere gladness of heart, but visible and audible evidence 
of His infilling. Acts 13:52, “And the disciples were 
FILLED with joy, and with the Holy Ghost.” Joy accom- 
panies the Holy Ghost because that is His primary work. 
In Galatians 5:2, joy is mentioned as the second fruit 
of the Spirit. Shout! The Holy Ghost fills you! That is 
somethirg to shout about. Joy! Joy! Joy! He puts praise 
in their hearts and a song on their lips; He floods the 
soul with joy. This holy thrill can never end, “for the 
kingdom of God is not meat and drink; but righteous- 
ness, and peace, and JOY in the Holy Ghost.” 


ll, POWER 


He is more. Far more. Beyond the scope of the human 
mind He is still. He empowers, arouses our energies, 
stiffens our moral fiber. He is POWER. Acts 1:8, “But ye 
shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost has come 
upon you”—power to proclaim the gospel, tread on ser- 
pents, overcome evil, obey God. Why are the sick raised? 
the sinners converted? the Word of God proclaimed? the 
will of God obeyed? Because of power—the Holy Ghost 
power. Shrinking, wavering, tempestuous Peter soared to 
the heights of oratorical eloquence, invading the enemy’s 
territory to snatch souls from his lair. Paul and Silas 
were empowered that they could “turn the world upside 
down.” With the Holy Ghost He “. . . maketh .. . his 
ministers a flame of fire.” What meaneth this? It means 
that from henceforth men can be invigorated, soul and 
mind, until their power cannot be fathomed or equaled 
or subdued. From their bellies shall flow rivers of living 
waters, turbulent, majestic, powerful shaking the world 
for God. And YE shall receive POWER. 


ill. TEACHER 


IN NO INSTANCE are men excused for 
lethargy and negligence in studying to show themselves 
approved unto God. But there are times when a man 
needs more than a diploma—more than a degree. He 
needs God. He needs words—and desperately! Well? The 
onlookers asked the meaning of the Holy. Ghost, and the 
answer was: They have received One who will supply 
them with words at the needed time. Luke 12:12, “For 
the Holy Ghost shall teach you in the same hour what ye 
ought to say.” The quick wit and repartee shown by peo- 
ple of this baptism have shown that the Holy Ghost is 
One who will go with men into their judgments and 
trials. He will give you a reply. 

The Holy Ghost outpouring meant, also, that believers 
could receive a teacher of revelations, giving men under- 
standing of the Word. 1 Corinthians 2:13, “. . . we speak, 
not in the. words which MAN’S wisdom teacheth, BUT 
WHICH THE HOLY GHOST TEACHETH; comparing 
spiritual things with spiritual.” St. John 14:26, “But the 
Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom the Father 
will send in my name, he shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you.” He makes men theodidacts; refreshes 
their minds, and stirs them to remembrance of what they 
have learned. He reveals. Many times this writer has 
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slipped to his knees, perplexed, and wept to understand 
some foreign passage, and have this illuminating force 
flood his soul. All of you have had like experiences. That, 
Mr. Doubter, is ONE MORE of the blessings this ‘“com- 
motion” means to us. 


IV. COMFORTER 


What meaneth this? It means that, hereafter, your 
revilings and bruises and flagellations cannot hinder the 
work of the Lord—His laborers now have a COMFORTER. 
Acts 9:31, “Then had the churches rest throughout all 
Judea and Galilee and Samaria, and were edified; and 
walking in the fear of the Lord, and in the COMFORT 
OF THE HOLY GHOST, were MULTIPLIED.” There was 
absolutely no way to check the growth of these people, 
for the promise had come. John 14:16, “And I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you ANOTHER COMFORT- 
ER, that he may abide with you FOREVER.” Another 
Comforter? Yes. One like Jesus. Christ played His great- 
est role as Comforter at the tomb of Lazarus. John 11:33, 


“When Jesus therefore saw her weeping ... HE 
GROANED IN THE SPIRIT, and was troubled.” Further, 
“Jesus wept ... Jesus therefore again GROANING IN 


HIMSELF cometh to the grave.” What comfort the Mas- 
ter’s gronanings must have given Mary and Martha. He 
was so human in His sympathies. He was a Comforter, 
but we have ANOTHER Comforter. What meaneth this? 
It means that “likewise the SPIRIT also helpeth OUR 
infirmities: for we know not what we should pray for 
as we ought: but THE SPIRIT itself maketh intercession 
for us with GROANINGS which cannot be uttered,” 
Romans 8:26. Those who have never known Him as a 
Comforter have missed Him in His sweetest portion. 
When the clouds are too thick for joy, the brain too 
numb for teaching, the soul too inert for power, the 
Holy Ghost is still there—comforting and consoling, 
soothing and assuring our troubled hearts. Oh, how 
blessed, how indispensable is this Comforter! He goes 
with us through the valleys as well as over the moun- 
tains. 
Vv. GUIDE 

St. John 16:13, “Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come, he will GUIDE YOU INTO ALL TRUTH.” At 
life’s crossroads He is there to guide you into the truth. 
How often the testimony has been given: “The Holy 
Ghost !ed me here.” He will not—verily, He CANNOT— 
lead into falsehood. He can guide ministers to the proper 
place of labor; guide all into the proper decisions. But He 
is the guide, we the followers. 

“How can one be perfectly sure that it is the Spirit 
leading him?” many have asked. The Scriptures were 
written by the inspiration of the Spirit, and He will never 
lead you into something that in any whit contradicts 
His written Word. 


Vi. THE WITNESS 


BEFORE THEIR VERY EYES, the Jews were 
allowed to see the witness of God’s covenant with His 
people, recorded in Jeremiah 31:31-33. Hebrews 10:15, 
“Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a witness to us: for 
after that he had said before, This is the covenant that 
I will make with them after those days, saith the Lord, I 
will put my laws into their hearts, and in their minds I 
will write them, and their sins and iniquities I will re- 
member no more.” But this spiritual effusion was God’s

the comfort and well-being of others; some adults are 
the same. 

Children are often jealous. They do not try to hide the 
trait, either. Adults carry this.over sometimes, but are 
better able to camouflage it for a time. It seldom stays 
hidden long, however. Everyone despises jealousy, except 
the victim who is cursed with it and willingly allows it to 
exist in his life. 

“Tattletale! Tattletale!” How well we can recall the 
familiar cry of schooldays! How we did hate the tattle- 
tale—the child who ran “and told teacher” when things 
did not go to his liking. Most child groups quickly take 
their own corrective measures to suppress tattling on the 
part of a playmate. Even children despise this trait, and 
it should be left rigidly behind as we go over into adult- 
hood. But too often such is not the case. 

Children crave amusement. They demand new toys 
frequently. They tire of work and want to play. This is 
perhaps excusable in children because the play urge is 
strong and he cannot always control it; sometimes it 
controls him. Adults do not always find themselves free 
from this same desire. The craving to be amused can get 
out of hand. The Word of God has some things to say 
about those who allow the play desire to become too 
great. (1 Timothy 5:6; 3:4.) 

Thus we see that childlike qualities are to be desired, 
while childish ones are to be put away when adulthood 
comes. This is not so easy to do as to mention, however. 
The former qualities are often hard to keep, the latter 
difficult to shun. The answer is to be found in Jesus 
Christ. When He is in control of a life, whether child or 
adult, the Spirit will have a chance to grow and gain 
control. His presence will rid any life of the undesirable 
traits about which we have thought and, also, many 
similar ones not here mentioned.

covenant fulfilled to (a) put His laws into their hearts 
and minds, and (b) to forget their sins and iniquities. 
How pathetic that they, the very ones to whom God had 
made this promise, should fail to recognize the Witness 
when He came. 


Vil. SEALER 


2 Corinthians 1:2, “Who hath also sealed us, and giv- 
en us the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts.” What fur- 
ther does the Holy Ghost mean? As a notary, with his 
seal, deeply impresses his documents, so does God, by the 
Spirit, deeply impress us with His truths and likeness. 
“The earnest of the Spirit” is héenceforward imbedded 
deeply in every heart. 

Ephesians 1:13, “In whom ye also trusted, after that 
ye heard the word of truth, the gospel of your salvation: 
in whom also, after that ye believed, ye were sealed with 
that Holy Spirit of promise.” Those unto whom the Holy 
Ghost has fallen are thus stamped as the property of 
God. Sealed; marked; impressed; stamped. That bap- 
tism the scoffers beheld meant that the disciples had 
received more than the forgiveness of sins; had been 
more than sanctified; they had received a theomorphic 
infilling—they were moulded into the form of God. 
Among themselves, the Jews queried: “What meaneth 
this?” When the piercing demand reached the ears of 
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the disciples, the answer came charging from the lips of 
Peter: “THIS IS THAT!” But even as he spoke those 
famous words, he could not possibly have realized just 
what “that” embodied. All around about rang jubilant 
floods of praise, but deep beneath that jubilation lay 
cogency unknown; beneath those ringing floods of rap- 
ture lay POWER. Far more than ecstatic ardor had come 
into those hearts. They had received far more than the 
ability to rejoice. Long after these voices of glory sub- 
sided, He would still be there, there to guide and com- 
fort and teach through long valleys of depression and 
perplexity, and once again burst forth into exultation 
of triumph and glory. He is here to stay. Not a passing 
breeze, but a cogent wind to sweep the world forever. He 
is too vast, too wonderful to define. “What meaneth 
this?” The full reply, eternity holds.

work that we might be brought unto a perfect man in 
Christ Jesus. 

If the member with possibly one talent, used by the 
Spirit only in “helps,” or “governments,” should say, “Be- 
cause I am no prophet, I am not of the body,” or, the 
member who only spoke in tongues should say, “Because 
I am not an evangelist, I am not of the body,” are they 
“therefore not of the body’? Most assuredly they are of 
the body. Let us recognize them as being one in the body. 
There are those members who are neither evangelists, 
pastors, nor teachers; they neither speak with tongues, 
interpret, nor discern the spirits; they do not work mir- 
acles, prophesy, or preach, and yet they are just as much 
a part of the body, if God has set them in the body with 
one gift, as is any other member a part of the body. 

Paul says, “Concerning spiritual gifts, brethren, I 
would not have you ignorant.” Yet, we find that much 
spiritual ignorance concerning the gifts of the Spirit is 
prevalent, even among Pentecostal people. 


GoD NEVER DID INTEND for all to be 
prophets; all to be apostles; all to be teachers; all to be 
workers of miracles, etc. The different members (gifts, 
parts, offices) are necessary to make up the whole body 
of Christ. “But the manifestation of the Spirit is given 
to every man to profit withal.” God has set some in the 
body for specific duties, and they are best fitted and 
used in some particular given office. This does not imply 
that an evangelist may never be used of the Spirit to ex- 
hort, or even pastor, but it does mean that God has set 
him in the body with a special gift as an evangelist, and 
there, in that gift, he can best use and multiply the talent 
which God has given to him. The same is true of each 
and every other gift. To one may be given ten definite 
and specific gifts; to another there may be given only 
five; to another there may be given only one. God does 
the “setting” of these gifts in the body. 

The potential for the use of all these gifts successfully 
does not lie within every member. Neither is it possible 
for every member of the physical body to become an eye 
if the occasion arose. If the whole body were pastors, or 
if every member were an evangelist, or a teacher, where 
would the’ body be? Paul, illustrating this truth with the 
physical body, asks, “If the whole body were an eye, 
where were the hearing? If the whole were hearing, 
where were the smelling?” 1 Corinthians 12:17. God made 
the eye to see, the ear to hear, and the nose to smell. 
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In like manner did He make the pastor to pastor, the 
evangelist to evangelize, and the teacher to teach. This 
is their “first” duty, if God has placed them in the body 
for this purpose. In this they will be most successful. In 
this will they have greater satisfaction and joy. 

Therefore, let us know that in Christ’s body there are 
the gifts of wisdom, knowledge, faith, healing, miracles, 
prophecy, discernment, tongues, interpretations, apostles, 
teachers, helps, governments, ministers, exhorters, giving, 
ruling, showing mercy, preaching, pastors, and evange- 
lists. 

All of these gifts should be recognized as being in the 
body of Christ, and that even as a husband is “head” of 
the wife, so is Christ head of this body. It is His body, 
purchased with His own blood; He gave His own life for 
it. What greater love could be shown than this? We, as 
members of this body, should show the same tender care, 
love, and appreciation for every other member of His 
body as we do for ourselves. Paul says, “Whether one 
member suffers, all the members suffer with it; or one 
member be honoured, all the members rejoice with it,” 
1 Corinthians 12:26. He also states, “There should be no 
schism (division because of some difference of opinion) 
in the body; but that the members should have the same 
care one for another,” 1 Corinthians 12:25. 

“Now ye are the body of Christ, and members in partic- 
ular.” And, as “God hath tempered the body together, 
having given more abundant honour to that part which 
lacked (1 Corinthians 12:24), let us do likewise. Let us 
strive more tc be a blessing than to get a blessing. Let us 
serve instead of desiring to be served. Let us deny self 
that we might help some other member more. We are 
highly honored; we are the bride of the Prince of Peace, 
the Lord of Lords; the King of Kings. We “are the body 
of Christ, and members in particular.”

an offering for home missions was received which 
amounted to $16.80, and two people yawned out loud 
while the offering was being received. This fact startled 
me and helped me to see how unbalanced my program 
was. I saw, too, that it was up to me to make my people 
home-mission-minded. This sermon is a part of the plan 
to stir us up. 

There isn’t much excitement, or thrill, of seeing new 
places, found in home-mission work; it may simply mean 
getting a little better acquainted with ones we have 
known for some time. 


WITNESSING at home gives all of us some- 
thing to do, and we must do something for Christ if we 
are to grow. One big reason so many churches have war- 
ring factions in their midst is simply because of a lack 
of something more whelesome to do. In these prosperous 
times, it doesn’t take much consecration to give a few 
dollars to missions, but to go out and win someone for 
Christ is a different thing altogether, and no Christian 
has really lived until he has won someone to Christ 
through his own prayer and guidance. 
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We speak of certain things being a test of fellowship 
in the Church. I think we should require our members 
to win one soul for Christ each year, to remain in good 
fellowship with the Church. That would be more reason- 
able than some other requirements we have, and would 
do more than any one thing to keep our people in good 
spiritual condition. Certainly we are going to be prayed 
up when we approach someone concerning his soul’s sal- 
vation. 

The crying need of the Church of God in America is 
trained workers. The youth congresses held throughout 
the nation this year were certainly a big step in this 
direction. A minister speaking to me at our state youth 
camp last month said, “I have no one in my church that 
is qualified to teach a Sunday School class. My wife and 
I must do all the teaching.” How can people learn with- 
out a teacher? That church should set up a teacher- 
training school and run it five nights a week, until a 
number of qualified teachers have been produced. This 
should be done now, before a new piano is bought, or a 
new rug for the choir is purchased. 

Someone has said that Pentecostal people, en masse, 
know less about the Bible than any other group. I didn’t 
say it, but it is up to me to prove he is wrong. Another 
said, ‘““‘We are 25 years behind with our training pro- 
gram.” What do you think? 

Reader, you may think I am a pessimistic sort of fellow 
that has soured on the world, but I am not; I am really 
a likeable fellow, when you get to know me. In fact, my 
wife actually loves me. The Church of God is making 
great progress throughout the world, and I do not wish 
to minimize the value of the work that is being done in 
the uttermost part of the earth, but let us do a better 
part by our friends in our homeland. I am tired of apolo- 
gizing to them for our shortcomings. 

Much of our praying and planning has been for our 
own local church and foreign fields, leaving a great gap 
between the two. We have failed our country if we have 
failed to pray for the people of our own homeland. 

There is little wonder we have the indifference to the 
Church on the part of the world when the world sees so 
much indifference on the part of the Church to the 
world. Let us ask God to give us a vision that begins at 
our own church and extends around the world and pass- 
es through our Judeas and Samarias.

NOT FROM EXPLOSIONS 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Chair- 
man Gordon Dean assured Congress 
the atomic energy commission is firm- 
ly convinced that atomic explosions 
in Nevada “have not contributed to 
the adverse weather conditions this 
spring.” He said weather bureau and 
military meteorologists, checked again 
and repeated “there was no relation- 
ship between continental weather and 
atomic tests.” Dean’s statement was in 
a letter to Rep. W. Sterling Cole (Rep., 
N. Y.). The Congressman had asked 
Wednesday for “reassurance” that the 
A. E. C. has “explored every possible 
avenue” to make sure atomic tests 
had not caused tornadoes and heavy 
rains. ° 

WARNS OF HIGH PRESSURE 
DRINK ADVERTISING 

SEATTLE, Washington (EP) There 
has been a sharp rise in illegal sales 
of liquor to minors and in the amount 
of alcohol consumed by American 
women, the national Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union (WCTU) was 
told Friday. Miss Ethel Riddle, of 
Evanston, Ill., told the Youth Temper- 
ance Council of the W. C. T. U., “The 
avowed intent of the liquor industry 
is to turn the youngsters of this coun- 
try into a crop of drinkers.” 

Mrs. H. F. Powell, also of Evanston, 
national W. C. T. U. treasurer, said 
ee sreemare sales techniques were 
being used “in slick magazines and 
over radio and television to coax and 
wheedle women to drink and drink 
more.” She estimated that women in 
this country now drink one fourth of 
all alcoholic beverages sold, and spend 
$2,500,000,000 in. the process. 

U. S. readers annually spend 
$1,208,905,000 on daily newspapers, re- 
cent statistics show. Nearly 
$300,000,000 of this is for Sunday pa- 
pers. It would be interesting to see 
how this compares with the amount 
churches spend for Sunday School 
publications. 

NERVOUS AMERICANS 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Dr. Rob- 
ert H. Felix, director of the National 
Institution of Mental Health, told a 
Senate Appropriations subcommittee 
that at least 6 per cent of all World 
War II draft rejections were for neu- 
ropsychiatric disorders; nearly 500,000 
servicemen were discharged for such 
disorders, and 250,000 for personality 
disorders; more than 500,000 Ameri- 
cans are in mental hospitals; many 
additional thousands are under psy- 
chiatric care, and the cost is about 
$1 billion a year. 
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According to Saturday Evening Post, 
there are 80,000 full-time fortune tel- 
lers in the United States. Better Busi- 
ness Bureau estimates that Americans 
oe $200,000,000 a year to “know” 
the future. 


SPANISH CATECHISM STRIKES 
AT FREEDOM 


SPAIN (EP) Under the title “Mod- 
ern Errors,” the liberal unofficial 
Catholic periodical Esprit published 
in Paris, in its June issue reproduces 
an excerpt from “Neuvo Ripalda,” a 
classical Spanish catechism published 
by “Arte Catolico”: 

“Q. What are the freedoms de- 
manded by liberalism? — A. Freedom 
of conscience, freedom of worship, 
freedom of the press. 

“Q. What is meant by ‘freedom of 
the press’? — A. The right to print 
and publish, without prior censorship, 
all kinds of opinions, however absurd 
and pernicious. 

“Q. Is the Government under obli- 
gations to suppress such liberty 
through censorship? — A. Clearly. 

“Q. Why so? — A. Because it is the 
duty of the Government to prevent its 
subjects from falling victims to deceit 
and corruptions, which is harmful to 
the common good. 

“Q. Are there any other harmful 
liberties? — A. Yes: freedom of teach- 
ing, freedom of propaganda, freedom 
of assembly. 

“Q@. Why are these liberties harm- 
ful? — A. Because they enable error to 
be taught, vice to be propagated, and 
plots against the Churc to be 
hatched. 

‘ee it a _€ sin to subscribe to 
a liberal publication? — A. Yes, be- 
cause it means spending money on 
what is evil, putting one’s hope in 
anarchy, and setting a bad example 
for others. 

“Q. What are the signs by which 
liberal papers may be recognized? — 
A. The following: (1) If they call 
themselves liberal; (2) if they stand 
up for freedom of conscience, freedom 
of worship, freedom of the press, or 
any other liberal error; (3) if they 
attack the Holy Father, the clergy, or 
the religious orders; (4) if they do not 
hesitate to sing the praises of the 
moral or intellectual qualities of lib- 
erals or liberal organizations; (5) if 
they remain neutral in reporting the 
course of the battle in which our Lord 
Jesus Christ and His holy Church are 
now . -¥ ainst their enemies. 

“Q. at is e rule for avoiding 
such error in all cases? — A. Never to 
read any paper without obtaining ap- 
proval beforehand from one’s confes- 
sor.”

PASSING OF A PIONEER 
A Saint, a Patriot, and a Good 
Neighbor 


John W. Walker was born March 24, 
1876, near Greenwood, Mississippi, 
and fell asleep in Jesus January 15, 
1953, at Holly Ridge, Louisiana. 

father, Jo Walker, one of 
three brothers coming from Ireland, 
died before John W. was a year old. 
His widowed mother, three children, 
Newt, Annie, and little John W. moved 
westward in a covered wagon to the 
sparsely settled country north of 
Winnsboro, Louisiana, near the War- 
saw landing. As a country boy, his 
heart thrilled to see the old steamboat 
from New Orleans, which brought 
flour, sugar, and limited merchandise 
to exchange for their cotton, corn, 
furs, and meat. 

As: a frontiersman, with his young 
bride he secured a grant, went into 
the forest, felled the trees, built a 
split-1 house, and established his 
first little farm home, where five of 
their six children were born. (Inci- 
dentally, twice later he moved with 
his family into the tangled forest and 
developed farms.) 

ose earlier days there were 
times for general community inter- 
ests, such as land clearings, house and 
barn raisings, 106 rollings, with boun- 
tiful dinners. the different reli- 
gious services were conducted in the 
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little one-room Mixon Schoolhouse, 
and under brush harbors in the sum- 
mertime. He was the church’s song 
leader. Being a Baptist deacon, he 
had all the preachers to stay with 
him. Consequently, when the first 
Pentecostal preacher, Reverend W. A. 
Capshaw, came to the community, he 
likewise entertained him in his home. 
While members of his family accepted 
the more abundant way, he hesitated 
for quite a while, choosing rather to 
defend the cause, for during those 
days the persecution there was plenty 
rough. Finally, because of his love for 
freedom of worship, he sold the farm 
and left the community, moving into 
Dunn, Louisiana, where Church of 
God services were conducted in his 
home until a church building was 
erected directly across the _ street 
(road). 

It was here he received the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost and joined the 
Church, of which he remained a 
member, a lover, and a booster for 
over thirty years. His church came 
first. He delighted in taking people to 
church and Sunday School. For ap- 
proximately thirty years he operated 
a school bus, including a regular 
schedule to prayer meetings and Sun- 
day services for all who could crowd 
in along the way. A number of state 
overseers say he has taken more peo- 
ple to Church of God services than 
anyone they know of in the whole 
Church. 


A Patriot and a Good Neighbor 


My father was always interested in 
any and all progressive moves to de- 
velop the community—its educational 
system, better farming, better stock 
raising, and better highways. He had 
special interest in politics—local, state, 
and national. Even after he was an 
invalid, parish (county) officials 
brought the polls to his bedside and 
received his votes. He was known, 
loved, and respected by neighbors and 
business and professional men 
throughout the parish and also among 
state school officials. He was a hard- 
working, honest, peace-loving, good 
neighbor. 

Until recent years he was an active, 
hardy, outdoorsman, but being a dia- 
betic and losing one lower limb from 
above the knee, his pace was definite- 
ly checked. When he said he would 
learn to use an artificial limb, no one 
believed he could, but that pioneer, de- 
termined-to-win spirit did it. He loved 
Church of God preachers, and contin- 
ued to go to every Louisiana state 
convention and to church services un- 
til after he had suffered from two 
strokes of paralysis, which left him 
confined to his bed. He had such a 
sweet spirit—so kind and loving. His

My dad is an inspir- 
ation to me, and in that great morn- 
ing when all redeemed singers get 
home, I’ll hear him sing, and will if 
with him, “Love Lifted Me,” and we’ 
understand all perfectly then.
